McALESTER, Okla., May 15— lUP) — Two of the eight convicts 


whored a bloody break from state prison were recaptured early to- 
day, soon after they had released their three hostages. 


The six fugitives had separated into two bands and were believed 


hiding in the mountainous southeastern section. 


One of the hostages, Tuck Cope, a guard who was seized when the 


convicts escaped Wednesday after killing another guard; was shot in 
the neck. The other hostages were unharmed. 
They were Victor 


Conn, another guard, and Wilburn Ooak, a farmer. 


The convicts, Archie Herring and Bill Anderson, serving terms 


for robbery, were taken from their< > 
car on a remote road in the south- 
eastern section without a shot be- 
ing fired, according to reports to 
prison authorities. 


Sitting Along Road 


The guards were found by of- 


ficers who were scouring the 
southeastern section in search of 
the fugitives. They were sitting by 
the side of the road where they 
had been waiting for aid for an 
hour. Doak was released near 
Antlers. 


Prison authorities were not cer- 


tain 
whether

would return immediately to the 
prison. 


Two of the fugitives, Julius 


Bohannon and 
Claude Beaver, 


were said to have separated from 
their companions. A strong cordon 
oi officers was thrown around- a 
section in MeCurtain-co where 
Bohannon formerly lived. 


Fred Daugherty, secretary 
to 


the warden, returned to the peni- 
tentiary early today after joining 
officers in the hunt near Antlers. 
He said the posses had "abandoned 
a theory that some'of the fugitives 
had fled into Arkansas or Texas. 


Oklahoma and Arkansas of- 


ficers,

patrol of the border to prevent the 
fugitives from 
fleeing into the 


neighboring state. 


Doak was seized yesterday by 


the fugitives near Blanco as he 
was riding his horse on a country 
road- Shortly after

hostage the fugitives stopped at 
the farm home of Mrs. Robert 
Taylor near Blanco and forced her 
to prepare a meal for them. 


Gov. 
E. W. Marland in Okla- 


homa City indicated he was pre- 
pared to call out national guards- 
men to help local officers in the 
search for the six fugitives if 
necessary. 


C. D. Powell, superintendent of 


the prison brick plant, was killed, 
another guard was wounded and 
nine convicts were felled by shot- 
gun slugs when the break occurred 
Wednesday. 


The convicts still at liberty, in 


addition to Bohannon and Beaver, 
were Jess Cunningham, convicted 
murderer; Claude Fugate, Claude 
Puch and A. C. Me Arthur, con- 
victed robbers.

quest to the relief commission for 
additional funds resulted in an 
allocation of $48,500, which ex- 
hausted the county's share of re- 
lief money under the present poor 
relief act. 


The county will need approxi- 


mately $620,000 to finance relief 
requirements until 
Aug. 1, the 


governor was told. Allen-co also 
has exhausted its relief allotment 
and other counties will face a 
similar situation in a few weeks. 


The governor said it might be 


possible to bring the legislators 
into session by next Tuesday.

Enameled Can* Used 


There are. however, enameled cans, 


which have Inert lacquers baked on 
to the tin plate at high temperature. 
In these cans the food does not 
come In contact with tin or steel to 
snrh an extent. Here also, however, 
it Is Impossible to make a perfect 
surface, and small abrasions (n the 
enamel coating may expose food also 
to tin and steel contact. 
. The chemical process by which -the 
foods take up these metals la partly 
an electrical phenomenon, and de- 
pends somewhat on the character of 
the food. 
The acid foods take up 


more, especially when air la admit- 
ted after the can Is opened.
